1 . Applicants' Remarks filed 09/1 9/2005 with respect to the rejection of claim 2 under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2"^ paragraph is found persuasive. The rejection is hereby withdrawn.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• Applicants' Remarks on page 5, lines 7-9, is found persuasive in that the 
reference to Kojima (US 5,085,625) does not disclose, teach or suggest ""at 
least one guide unit with at least a linear guide rail connected to a linear 
slider wherein the linear slider is connected to the blade holder for restricting 
motion of the blade holder...'''' Thus, the prior art of record fails to disclose 
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and/or teach a chopper folder for a rotary press for folding signatures, as 
claimed in claim 1, that comprises in combination at least one guide unit with 
at least a linear guide rail connected to a linear slider wherein the linear slider 
is connected to the blade holder for restricting motion of the blade holder. 
• The prior art of record also fails to disclose and/or teach a chopper folder for a 
rotary press for folding signatures, as claimed in claim 2, that comprises in 
combination a guide unit for restricting motion of the blade holder such that 
the blade holder reciprocates only in a direction perpendicular to a 
conveyance plane along which the signature is conveyed, wherein the guide 
unit comprises sliders and two guide rails, the sliders comprise guide portions 
that are movable while maintaining close contact with guide surfaces of the 
guide rails.
